Granite City officials are willing to grant tax- 
abatement incentives in order to persuade Nation- 
al Steel Corp. to build a new state-of-the-art steel 
processing facility here. 

The Granite City Council unanimously approved 
a_resolution Tuesday night pledging consideration 
of ‘all manner of assisting Granite City Steel Divi- 
sion of National Steel Corp. in modernizing its pre- 
sent facility to meet the demands of the modern 
marketplace for steel products, including the adop-, 
tion of -increment areas and financing...’’ 


Council cut revisited 


_A tax increment finance (TIF) district is a spe- 
cial-project area in which property taxés (and in 
some cases? sales taxes) are frozen at existing 
levels. 

Any increases in those taxes over a 20-year peri- 
od are rebated to the developer instead of going to 
the. usual taxing bodies, such as the school district 
or park district. 

Granite City officials said they are willing to 
consider: tax increment financing for a portion of 
the Granite..City Steel facility — which accounts 
for about 25 percent of the city’s assessed-valua- 
tion — and°to do it within a short time frame . 

But because time is a major factor — a site is to 


be selected within the month — details of the plan 
have not yet been worked out. 

National Steel announced late last month that it 
plans to build a $75 million hot-dip sheet steel 
galvanizing line capable of processing cold-rolled 
carbon steel strip in coil form through a hot- 
dipped galvanizing process 

Granite City is one of six sites being considered 
for the new plant, which would be constructed and 
running in 24 months. 

Other sites expected to submit proposals include 
National’s Midwest. Division located—in Portage, 
Ind., and “green field’ sites in Alabama, Tennes- 
see, Georgia and Arkansas

The National Steel board of directors is expected 
to choose a site at its Jan. 27 meeting after receiv- 
ing a recommendation from a site selection com- 
mittee that will hear proposals from interested 
parties beginning this week. 

Granite City Steel executives have been working 
on a proposal to bring the project here, empha- 
sizing that the company already has land, a build- 
ing and a support staff for the facility, significant- 
ly lowering the startup cost for National. 

Utility companies, union officials, the state 
Department of Commerce and Community Affairs 
and other interested parties are also providing

The Granite City Council may 
accomplish what Joe McGinness 
failed to do twice. 

By an 87 vote Tuesday night, 
the council instructed City Attor- 
ney Leo Konzen to prepare a 
resolution — to be considered by 
the council Jan. 17 — that would 
put a binding referendum on the 
April 4 ballot asking voters if the 
number of aldermen in the’ city 
should be reduced from 14 to 10. 

If the proposal were approved 
by voters, the council would con- 
sist of one alderman from each 
of the city’s seven wards and 
three aldermen elected citywide. 
76 change would take effect in 


1999, 

If the referendum is placed “on 
the ballot. and approved by | & 
majority of voters April, the 
seven alder: e ny 1997. 
alderfhanic terms in the cit; 
would expire in 1999, when @ full 
compliment of 10 could be elect- 


ed. 

Thealdermen elected in 1999 
would draw straws to determine 
which five would serve until 
2001. The remaining five would 
serve until 2003. 

Two previous aldermanic 
reduction attempts initiated by 
McGinness — a former mayoral 
candidate — have failed. 

McGinness first tried to have a 
referendum placed on, the 
November 1993 ballot that would 
have cut the number of alder- 
men from 14 to seven. But vot- 
ers did not have an opportunity 
to answer that question because 
the petitions filed by McGinness 
lacked the number of valid sig- 
natures required to place the 
referendum on the ballot. 


McGinness successfully put the 
question’on the March 1994 pri- 
mary ballot and voters approved 
the aldermanic reduction — to 
be effective in April 1995 — by a 
margin of more than two-to-one. 

But Associate Judge Dave 
Herndon threw out the referen- 
dum last November because, he 
ruled, the question failed to state 
specifically the number of alder- 
men that would result, as 
required by statute 

Herndon was forced to rule on 
the matter when two residents 
filed a lawsuit challenging the 
form of the referendum. The 
lawsuit also raised the question 
of compensation for the seven 
aldermen elected in 1993 whose 
four-year terms would expire 
prematurely.

SPRINGFIELD — The number of ‘‘cocaine 
babies’’ born in Madison County ising, 
but a veteran child abuse expert is surprised 
official statistics are not higher 

During the state fiscal year that ended 
June 30, six babies born in Madison County 
tested positive for exposure to cocaine, up 
from four the previous year, said Illinois 
Department of Public Health spokesman 
Tom Schafer. ° 

The number of cocaine babies was_sub- 
stantially higher in St. Clair County, with:57 
cases reported last fiscal year, Schafer said. 

“I’m surprised the number is not a lot 
higher in Madison County,” said Mary Lynn, 


a veteran supervisor with the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Services office 
in East Alton. ‘It seems like we’ve had a lot 
more cases this past year. 

“We've had cases where a mother has giv- 
en birth to a second or third cocaine baby,” 
Lynn added. 

The total number of ‘'substance abuse 
influenced’’ infants reported to DCFS state- 
wide has been steadily increasing, DCFS 
spokesman Scott Hamilton said. 

Last fiscal year the number was 3,508 
statewide, up from 426 in the fiscal year end- 
ing June ‘30, 1987. Breakdowns by county or 
the drugs the babies were exposed to were

“The clients want to take a 
positive approach to recovery in 
honor of Judy’s passing,’’ he 
said. 

“I think there has been 
something positive to grow out 
of the shooting,”’ he said, adding 
that clients formed a support 
oe called New Beginnings, 
which shows they want to use 
the incident to begin the 
recovery process anew. 

Rafeedie is in the process of 
getting ideas from the clients on 
any changes they may want. 

“So far, everything is going 
great,” he said. “The staff and 
the clients have been very 
supportive, and I think we’ll 
have a good relationship.” 

Rafeedie, who most recently 
worked at a substance abuse 
treatment center in East St. 
Louis, said he was eager for a 
change and a new Position in 
which to plant his roots. 

“I was looking for a better 
Position and a better opportunity 
to grow with a program, and 
that’s what I’ve found,”’ he said 
“I didn’t feel there was growth_ 
potential with my previous 
employment. This seems like an

Parente said Norton's dirty 
merf would reduce the amount 
of trash deposited in landfills, 
but he said lighter loads would

Parente said curbside 
recycling will be more than 
enough to allow the county to 
meet a state mandate of 
reducing solid waste going into 
landfills by 25. percent beginning 
July 1, 1996. 

He said committee members 
sided with curbside recycling 
because it is the predominant 
practice throughout the country.

Buffalo, has determined that, in 

terms of.self-esteem, such 

treatments are a waste of s 

money. The assumption that, if 

you’re short, you're having 
problems should not be the basis 
for giving kids the hormone 
treatments, one of the 
researchers says. Short kids, on 
average, have no more 
emotional or behavioral 
problems than do their taller 
classmates. 
So what’s new? There's 
nothing im the study’s findings 
that all of us short people 
coutdn’t have told the Human 
Growth Foundation, which, in 
large part, funded the study. 
Come to think of it, where were 
we, and why weren’t we 
applying for some of those bucks 
when the whole cockamamie 
idea of the research was 
hatched? Probably because we 
take our lack of stature for 
granted. I’d guess that most of 
us were born to parents who 
weren’t particularly tall and I 
imow that in my own case, it 
never occurred to me that I was 
short until I stopped growing 
upward while some of my 
friends continued.

We adjusted to a 
worm’s-eye view of parades and 
the fact that no matter where we 
sat in the bleachers, we were 
going to miss most of the key 
plays of the game. And as long 
as we didn’t yearn to be pro 
basketball players or high 
fashion models, our career 
choices weren't stymied. 

To give the devil his due, an 
outfit called Genentech Inc., 
which is in the growth hormone 
sales racket, is backing these 
most recent findings released by 
the research group as consistent 
with their own philosophy. But 
why should they worry? Last 
year, the company earned $216 
million on growth hormones, 


which have now been taken by 
some 20,000 American kids. 


I seriously doubt that a very 
large percentage of those kids 
have suffered serious 

sychological trauma from their 

. lack of height and, if their 
anxiety-ridden parents are 
worried that their children will 
grow up, unattractive to the 
opposite sex, an addendum: 
During my youth, I probably 
dated only about four tall guys, 
and I found the short ones a lot 
more fun. Just remember, it’s 
better to have loved and lost a 
short person than never to have 
loved a tall. In short, short is 
sexy.

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Are two languages one too many? 


Illegal aliens worry 
Californians and Floridians, both 
of whom have been trying to 
avoid some of the related 
local-governmental costs. 

But the illegals are not the 
only reasons for concern. J 

Legal immigrants also merit 
thought. and discussion: as one of 
the key issues facing Americans 
in the new year of 1995. 

For example, there is a strong 
trend toward a’two-language 
United States. This reality is 
being accepted and even 
promoted, but is it wise? 

Mexicans and other Hispanic 
newcomers are continuing to 
speak Spanish within their 
families and U.S. neighborhoods. 

In a visit this winter to a 
distant relative in California, a 
retired school principal, we 
learned that Mexican 
immigrants are being taught 
only in Spanish when they enroll 
in the public schools. 

Only after they have mastered 
third-grade Spanish do they 
begin English lessons. 

This rule is applied whether 
they have mastered the third 
grade at the appropriate age or 
whether they are much older 
before they have gained 
third-grade mastery of Spanish 

In other words, youngsters 
think and speak in Spanish both 
in their homes and with 
playmates.

Spanish-language television 
stations are available to them. 

And the youngsters do not 
even learn English in school 
,until they are half-grown, 
although it might be easier for 
them to learn dual languages at 
a much earlier age. Toddlers’ 
minds absorb new knowledge 
like a sponge. 

It would appear to be in the 
children’s best interest to have 
them also learn English. But our 
observation was that it’ generally 
is not happening. The dialogue 
between parents and their 
children, by and large, is in 
Spanish. 

The need for a transition is 
apparent. A Spanish-speaking 
child would learn little if placed 
in an English-only classroom. 

But it would seem that the 
transition to use of English could 
and should occur faster than 
called for by current California 
laws and regulations. 

An illustration of the potential 
problem of a two-language 
country is provided by Canada 


The central and western areas 
speak English, while eastern 
Canadians speak French. | 

Multilingual skills are likely to 
be Helpful to both young and old. 
And we have no quarrel with the 
Canadian anthem, ‘O, Canada, 
being sung ‘at professional ice 
hockey and baseball games in 
both French and English. In 
many ways,-the-two-languages 
add interesting diversity to the 
land bordering the United States 
on the north. * 

But it is wortliy of note that 
the idea ‘of a separate, 
French-speaking nation in the 
Quebec area again is being 
advocated and 35 percent of 
Quebecois people say they would 
favor it. E 

The separatist Parti Quebecois 
won a majority in eastern 
Canada in September. 

Its leader, Quebec premier 
Jacques Parizeau, unveiled a 
plan Dec. 6 for the provincial 
legislature to to pass a law 
declaring Quebec a sovereign 
nation. 

The law would go into effect if 
ratified by Quebec voters in a 
yes-or-no referendum. 

Canadian Prime Minister Jean 
Chretten replied Dec. 8 that only 
the national government in 
Ottawa, and not Quebec City 
lawmakers, could decide who 
has a right to dual citizenship. 

Chretten warned Quebec 











residents they would have no 
control over the Canadian dollar 
or monetary policy if they 
became independent and wished 
to continue using the currency 

He avoided questioning 
Quebec’s right to determine 
future, but it is clear there is 
growing friction in the bilingua 
nation. 

Secession ‘of states led to the 
United States’ bloodiest war 
ever, the Civil War. Fortunately, 
nobody is predicting that kind of 
strife in Canada 

Nor is it likely that the U.S. 
would have a second civil war 
pitting Spanishapealing people 
against those who speak English 

But the possibilities for 
misunderstandings and turmoil 
are vast. Voting blocs alone 
could be an increasingly divisive 
element in this country and in 
U.S. democratic processes. ‘ 

An illustration of the potential 
for trouble is Proposition 187, 
which Californians approved’ in 
November. It would bar illegal 
aliens from schooling, welfare 
and non-emergency Reaith eare; 
but its implementation is, being 
delayed by court actions. 

If there were more dialogue 
between old and new residents, 
if there were a common 
language all could understand, 
perhaps there would not have 
been such an overwhelming vote 
of frustration in the most 
populous of our 50 states. 





Drunken drivers still pose dilemma for society 


The following editorial is 
reprinted from the Alton Tele- 
graph. 

In recent weeks, several inci- 
dents have focused attention on 
how our courts handle drunken 
driving accidents involving fatal- 
ities. 

In one of the cases, sentencing 
was delayed for a man nearing 
70 who killed a woman after 
driving the wrong way on an 
interstate highway. The -victim’s 
family was shocked that the 
driver apparently will not be 
sentenced until nearly a year 
after pleading guilty to reckless 
homicide and more than three 
years after the fatal accident. 


Prosecutors have agreed not to! 


recommend a prison sentence as 
part of the plea agreement, 
although the judge is not barred 
from imposing one. 

In the other case, a 24-year-old 
man admitted he-was--drunk. 
when his pickup truck crashed 
into an auto driven by a 28-year- 
old nurse and mother, leaving 
her clinically dead and forcing 
her husband to make a decision 
to ‘disconnect her from life- 


support equipment on the cou-_ 


ple’s third anniversary. 
The drunken driver received 30 
months’ probation. 

In both cases, survivors in the 
victims’ extended families 
expressed outrage and disap- 
pointment at ‘what they per- 
ceived to be an imbalance 
between the crime and the pun- 
ishment. Both families, and in 
some cases disinterested observ- 
ers, complaihed that the lives of 


their loved ones seemed to have 
little value in the eyes of the 
court. 

These very typical incidents 
and the very typical reactions 
they provoked are a clear indi- 
cation that even at a time when 
public consciousness of drunken 
driving is high, society has still 
not reached any consensus on 
how to deal with offenders. 


Survivors 6f victims lead a 
segment of society that argues 
that ‘punishment for drunken 
driving should be swift and 
severe, ‘particularly in cases in 
which innocent motorists die. 
Jail time for accidents that 
result in death does not seem 
extreme to people who must 
cope with the aftermath of those 
deaths. 


Relatives of offenders will ” 


argue. that--prison--sentences 
could cause more devastation to 
already bleak situations by 
breaking up family units and 
creating even more victims, 
such as dependents of. jailed 
breadwinners. 


Clearly, seeking justice in the 
prosecution of drunken driving 
cases in prosecution of drunken 
driving cases is fraught with 
gut-wrenching decisions. Does a 
Probation sentence sell victims 
short? Would a jail sentence 
wreak havoc-on still more lives? 


Perhaps it is time to reconsid- 
er the punishment range for 
drunken driving in cases of 


fatalities. Instead of either pro- 
bation or jail time, how about a 
combination, such as weekend 
jail and high-profile.community 
service sentences? 

Judges may impose sentences, 


but society — that’s us — sels 
e tolerances. As uncomfortable 
fas it may make us, it is up to us 
to decide just how society should 
deal with the crime.

At BAC, we'll have access to the 
varsity and intramural gyms.”"

“I'll be happy to see the same 
number of people as we had the 
finals last year, just bécause of 
the distance away from 
Chicago,”’ Mike Moore said.
